A Christmas Eve blaze at a 
mansion along the Niagara 
Parkway, has caused about $5 
million in damage, estimates 
the Fort Erie Fire Department 
(FEFD). 

"That number will probably 
go higher, but that's where 
we’re at so far," explained 
deputy fire chief Keith 
German on Wednesday. 

Contributing to the huge 
cost of damages is a collec¬ 
tion of antique cars in a 
garage at the rear of the 

"They were quite rare," said 
German. 

The home belongs to the 
family of Jim Miller, one of the 
owners of Miller's Auto 
Recycling. 

German said a limited 
water supply and the rate of 
speed the fire grew made 
things difficult for the FEFD.

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In some cases, the fire 
department is able to use 
water from the Niagara 
River but for this situation, 
it wasn't possible because 
of the steep incline at the 
's edge in this ar

he said. 

Considering the blaze 
started and the call was 
dispatched just as many 
firefighters were likely get¬ 
ting ready to head out to 
family functions, German 
said it didn't change the 
morale of the fire depart¬ 
ment's members because 
they all know this is part of 
what they signed up for. 

"That doesn't bother the 
guys too much, because 
that's part of 
what they are 
there for," he 
said. 

German said 
there was a sense 
of loss with some

of the firefighters, who feel 
they could have done more 
to limit the amount of dam¬ 
age to the home... but hav¬ 
ing to haul water from a 
hydrant "in town" and deal¬ 
ing with a fire that grew so 
rapidly, is something that 
was out of the FEFD's con- 

"We couldn't save much, 
but we didn't do anything 
wrong," he said. 

The homeowners first 
contacted the FEFD when

they noticed smoke coming 
from an area of the house 
where there is a sauna. 
German said it is safe to say 
this is where the fire origi¬ 
nated but its cause will be 
difficult to pinpoint. 

"We have to suspect 
that's where it started," said 
German. 

"What started it, we will 
never know because that 
part of the building is com¬ 
pletely destroyed," added 
German. 

Fortunately, no one was 
injured in the blaze and 
German said those in the 
house at the time did the 
right thing by going outside 
and immediately contact¬ 
ing authorities. 

"If you have smoke in the 
building, get out because it 
can take over so fast," he 

Mayor Doug Martin, a 
family friend of the Miller's 
said he and everyone else 
who knows them is thank¬ 
ful for everyone's safety. 

"Things can be replaced, 
people can't," he said. 

Martin said 
they did the right 
thing by leaving 
the house right 
away and calling 
the fire depart-

When I arrived on 
scene, I felt sick to my 
stomach. Honestly. 

I've seen my fair share 
of blazes during my time 
here, but never have I 
seen something like this. 
But more importantly. 


I've never felt the way I 
did after covering some¬ 
thing for the Times. 

In the late afternoon 
on Christmas Eve, people 
everywhere were getting 
ready for dinner that 
night or just relaxing in 
preparation for the next 
day's events. 

Only one local family 
was watching their home, 
built by years of hard 
work crumble to the 
ground. 


When I learned that 
nobody was injured in the 
incident, it was a weight 
off my shoulders. 

Whether you work for 
a newspaper, a TV station 
or some other media out¬ 
let, you need thick skin as 
sometimes you are faced 
with covering bad news 
and can be exposed to 
things like watching 
someone's house burn to 
the ground. 


Christmas Eve...it's 
something that doesn't sit 
right. At least it didn't 

As I have written 
recently, it is important 
this time of year to be 
more grateful for family 
and the well-being of the 
people around you, com¬ 
pared to material items. 

This story is the epito¬ 
me of why this opinion 
should be taken seriously. 

There likely were 


many memories stored in 
boxes and photo albums 
inside the house that 
can’t be replaced... but at 
least everyone made it 
outside safe and sound 
and things didn't end up 
much worse than they 
possibly could have.

This past summer was a 
beautiful summer with 
huge attendance at our 
Bay Beach,but a turn off 
for anybody wanting to 
use Waverly Beach, was 
the presence of blue and 
green algae...lot's of it. 

There was so much that 
the local residents took it 
into their hands to clean 
up this intruder with help 
from Town of Fort Erie, 
supplying the trucks. 

This algae was found all 
around the rim of Lake 
Erie, in Ohio with many 
cities like Cleveland, 


Toledo, and Ashtabula 
contributing to this bloom 
of algae. It was found also, 
within inland lakes and 
ponds. What is disturbing 
is the algae has been 
blamed for over twenty 
deaths in Ohio. After test¬ 
ing this algae, it was found 
to be toxic. Just like its 
cousin, red tide... the toxic 
algae found in the Atlantic 
Ocean, which caused a 
huge dead zone, resulting 
in the death of birds and 
fish. 

The Great Lakes now 
has two varieties of none- 
native mussels, zebra and 
quagga mussels, they filter 
out the water digesting 


algae and other micro¬ 
scopic particles, storing up 
toxic elements. The quagga 
is food for the common 
goby, another invasive 
species of fish, which in 
turn is food for gulls and 
herons.

Efficiencies within the 
Town of Fort Erie need to be 
examined, says one of coun¬ 
cil's newest members. 

At the first meeting for the 
new group of local politicians 
in early December, Ward 4 
Coun. Tohn Hill brought for¬ 
ward a notice of motion for a 
third-party operational review 
of ail Town departments, 
including the Community 
Gaming and Development 
Corporation. 

While on the campaign trail 
before the Oct 25 election, 
Hill said he heard from voters 


that they wanted to know if 
their money is being spent 
properly. 

"It was made clear to me, as 
residents face mounting 
financial pressures, they want 
to be assured their tax dollars 
are being spent as efficiently 
as possible," said Hill. 

If moving ahead with the 
review is agreed to be a neces- 
sary direction by his col¬ 
leagues on council, Hill said it 
will be a way to expose the 
skill and knowledge already 
existing within the depart¬ 
ments, and will perhaps find 
new ways to take advantage of

> Passero says

Looking for a belated gift 
on Boxing Day, the Fort 
Erie Meteors received a 
lump of coal instead, com¬ 
ing in the form of an 8-1 
loss to the Welland Jr.

It was evident that 
Meteors were in trouble 
from the get go, as they 
started the game down a 
man, a result of a delay of 
game bench minor that was 
assessed before the open¬ 
ing puck drop.

“The bubble got burst 
pretty quick,” said Passero. 

After the first period 
finally came to a close the 
Meteors settled in and 
played a much stronger 
game, outshooting Welland 
in the final two periods and 
only being outscored by a 
2-1 margin. 

But, as has been the case 
for the Meteors all year 
long, playing a full 60 min¬ 
utes of disciplined, consis¬ 
tent hockey has posed a 
major problem. 

“The [second and third 
period] was close and it 
wasn’t because they 
weren’t trying to score any¬ 
more, because they were,” 
said Passero.
